Didsbury s new doctors ready to 

take on patients 

Addition eases town’s physician shortage

After a lengthy delay, Didsbury 
finally has two new family doc¬ 
tors who are ready to start taking 
patients. 

The arrival of Drs. Rafeeq 
Kagee and Nasrin Maiter to the 
Didsbury Medical Clinic will help 
ease Didsbury’s doctor shortage 
and relieve heavy workloads 
experienced by the town’s two 
other doctors. 

“We met one of the doctors yes¬ 
terday and she was like, ‘when 
are you starting?’” said Dr. 
Maiter. 

“She’s just overworked.” 

The husband and wife team has 
received an equally enthusiastic 
response from Didsbury resi¬ 
dents who have found it increas¬ 
ingly difficult to book a doctor’s 
appointment and are resorting to 
other measures for medical care. 

“A big thing we’ve noticed is 
that a lot of patients, understand¬ 
ably, have gotten used to going to 
the emergency room to get treat¬ 
ment for family medicine and 


clinic related problems,” said 
Maiter. 

“That’s not ideally how the sys¬ 
tem should be used, but we don’t 
blame people because you need 
treatment and if you don’t have 
somebody to go to, you still need 
something, so that’s been the 
compromise." 

But that compromise has put a 
big strain on the hospital’s emer¬ 
gency department, so the doc¬ 
tors are hoping to lift some of 
that burden. 

The hospital facility was actu¬ 
ally one of the m^jor selling 
points in the doctors’ decision to 
choose Didsbury. 

They will take on shifts at the 
hospital on a rotating basis, on 
top of their clinic hours, diversi¬ 
fying their experience. 

“A lot of smaller towns don’t 
have hospitals,” said Dr. Kagee. 

“Being able to work in the hos¬ 
pital, that’s a big thing.” 

The other appeal of Didsbury 
was its close proximity to both a 
nuyor city and the mountains, 
where the couple can indulge in 
their love of outdoor activities 


like mountain biking and skiing. 

Kagee and Maiter came to 
Didsbury from Capetown, South 
Africa where they received their 
medical training. 

For Maiter, who was bom and 
raised in Vancouver, the move to 
Canada was a return home. 

“I think they’re afraid 
to pick up the phone 
and hear that it’s full 
and we’re not taking 
new patients, 
but we are."

“I was just going to study and 
come back and then I ended up 
getting married, so I stayed and 
did my internship there," said 
Maiter. 

“I’m so glad I did because the 
practical experience I got in the 
hospitals there was so diverse, 


but I still needed to come back to 
Canada, though.” 

For her husband, who grew up 
in South Africa, the move away 
from family was a big decision, 
but one he was happy to make 
for her sake. 

“1 knew she wanted to come 
back home,” he said. 

“The world is a small place 
these days, even though South 
Africa is so far, and I think we’ll 
et\joy both worlds.” 

Maiter said the reason for the 
influx of South African doctors 
in Canada is that training there 
covers all the different disci¬ 
plines required to do family med¬ 
icine, while in Canada it’s a spe¬ 
cialty. 

DMC director Shiraz .laffer said 
the trend is likely to continue. 

“Since the world is becoming 
global, their experience will cer¬ 
tainly be very welcome in this 
part of the world,” he said. 

Maiter and Kagee are both 
interested in family medicine as 
well as pediatrics, so they 
encourage people to bring their 
kids in as well. 


While Didsbury doesn’t cur¬ 
rently have an obstetrics unit, 
they are able to provide pre and 
post-natal care. 

“Sometimes it’s hard to go 
every two or four weeks for your 
checkups,” said Maiter. 

“It’s not difficult to do a 
patient’s pre-natal workup 
because you don’t need an 
obstetrics unit to do that." 

Kagee said the big thing right 
now is for Didsbury residents to 
feel comfortable calling for 
appointments. 

“I think they’re afraid to pick 
up the phone and hear that it’s 
full and we’re not taking new 
patients, but we are,” he said. 

And the clinic is now under 
construction, expanding its 
examining room areas to acco¬ 
modate more patients and pro¬ 
vide optimum care. 

.laffer said ideally, Didsbury 
would get one more doctor, but 
the addition of two is a definite 
improvement. 

The DMC will continue to 
work with the town in recruiting 
another doctor.

Cover Crop Protection Program (CCPP) extends application 
deadline due to high demand 

Agricultural producers who were unable to seed commercial crops in the spring of 2005 and/or the 
spring of 2006 due to flooding and excessive moisture may be eligible for federal assistance 
through the CCPP. Coverage will be provided to all eligible producers, regardless of whether 
they are covered under production insurance. 

In 2007, the CCPP will begin operating as part of a long-term solution to spring flooding across the 
country and will only be available to producers enrolled in production insurance. In the interim, 
assistance is available to help offset the costs of restoring and protecting agricultural soil damaged 
by excessive moisture. 


The extended deadline for 2005 and 2006 claims is October 31, 2006. 


Eligibility 

Applicants: 

• Canadian agricultural producers or entities who were unable to seed commercial crops in the 
spring of 2005 and/or the spring of 2006 due to flooding and excessive moisture. 

Land size: 

• All affected acreage in excess of 10 acres (four hectares) will be eligible for program payments. 

Payments 

Eligible applicants will receive $15 an acre.

RCMP are currently reporting that they do 
not believe that foul play is being considered, 
but when asked if they thought suicide might 
be a contributing factor, O’Dwyer said he 
couldn’t confirm this. 

“We have no way of knowing. We are 
awaiting the pending autopsy report." 

O'Dwyer also said that he didn’t know 
whether or not alcohol played a factor in this 
situation. 

According to Ed Greenberg, a spokesper¬ 
son with CP Rail the train crew was doing 
everything by the book, and was actually 
going below track speed when coming 
through fire town. 

“Our investigation has determined that the 
crew acted appropriately and were operat¬ 
ing the train in accordance to the rules and 
regulations. They followed the procedures,” 
Greenberg said. 

“Once they realized there was a person on 
the tracks they tried to stop the train as 
quickly and as safely as possible. (While 
going through the town) they were going 
below track speed (which Ls 30 miles/hour)." 

Greenberg added that CP Rail is sending 
their condolences to the family, but are also 
working with their crew, as this can be a very 
traumatic situation for them. 

“Obviously, it’s a difficult time for friends 
and family of the deceased,” he said. 

“(But), it’s also a traumatic situation for 
our crews, as it’s the last thing that they 
would want to experience as railroaders. As 
part of supporting our employees during 
these times and situations they have been 
offered critical incident services (which is 
basically counselling) to assist them if they 
need it.” 

As of press time RCMP were not releasing 
the name of the deceased male, at the 
ri“quest of the family. 


A 26-year-old Carstairs man Ls dead after 
he was struck and killed by a CP Rail train 
last week. 

At approximately 1:30 am. on Wtxliu'sday, 
September 20 Didsbury RCMP and 
Mountain View Regional Emergency 
Services (MVRES) were dispatched to the 
railway crossing in the Town of Carstairs at 
Centre Street, just west of the town’s admin¬ 
istration office, after they were contacted by 
CP Rail.

RCMP are ramping up enforce¬ 
ment at the intersection of Hwy 
2A and Hwy 582 in the wake of 
two collisions at the four-way 
stop last week.

plete stop," he said. 

O’Dwyer said the presence of 
rumble strips, white markings 
on the road, huge stop signs, 
and evening street lights at the 
intersection should make it safe. 

“Alberta Infrastructure has 
gone to a great deal of effort to 
light up that intersection and to 
mark it appropriately, but if peo¬ 
ple don’t follow the signs, 
they’re going to have accidents," 
he said. 

“It’s not fun for anyone when 
you’re travelling along the road¬ 


ways and are afraid that well, 
gee, is this person going to actu¬ 
ally stop?” 

As Didsbury grows, and traffic 
increases, people will need to be 
even more diligent in following 
the rules of the road. 

“People keep thinking 
Didsbury is a very small town, 
well we’re very close to Hwy 2, 
we're half-way between Calgary 
and Red Deer, we’re getting an 
awful lot more traffic, and you 
know, we have to obey the signs 
that are there,” said O’Dwyer. 


“It’s for our own safety.” 

Didsbury police have received 
numerous complaits from the 
public at various times through¬ 
out the day of violations at that 
intersection. 

“We’ve been getting com¬ 
plaints from the general public 
that they’ve seen it three or four 
times at different times of the 
day," said O’Dwyer. 

“If people aren’t going to obey 
the signs, I guess enforcement 
might be the only other option, 
and they can tell the judge." 


In the upcoming days and 
weeks, police presence at the 
intersection will be obvious as 
they make an effort to bring peo¬ 
ple's attention back to obeying 
stop signs. 

“We’re trying to be as visible 
as possible out there,” said 
O’Dwyer. 

“We have, on minor instances, 
been giving warnings, but on 
blatant violations, they’re 
receiving a violation offence, 
and we are seeing blatant viola¬ 
tions." 


Then on Sept. 22, a minor col¬ 
lision with no injuries occured 
at the same four-way stop, 
despite the intersection being 
clearly marked, said Didsbury 
RCMP Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer. 

“That intersection is a prob¬ 
lem, but I think it’s probably due 
more to people not obeying the 
stop sign and coming to a com-

Didsbury High School teacher, Terry 
Ann Robertson will be travelling to New

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Municipalities to foot bill for seniors’ housing debt 

Councillors questioning process

All municipalities in Mountain View 
County are on the hook for the rebuild¬ 
ing of the seniors’ lodge in Olds whether 
they like it or not, and some council 
members clearly don’t. 

Doreen Wilson, director of Mountain 
View Seniors’ Mousing Association, is 
making visits to all the area councils to 
request letters of support for provincial 
grant funding. 

“The letter basically states that munic¬ 
ipalities will be in favour of this debt that 
we’re taking on and will have responsi¬ 
bility for any deficits that may occur in 
the future,” said Wilson. 

That wording has some councillors 
concerned. 

“That’s ouch,” said Didsbury Town 
councillor Gail Veno last week. 

But Wilson said the reality is that coun¬ 
cils don’t have a lot of choice in the mat¬ 
ter. 

“Remember that under legislation the 
board of Mountain View Seniors’ 
Housing does have authority to requisi¬ 
tion anyway for any operating deficit 
that would occur,” she said. 

“1 can appreciate from a municipality’s 
standpoint, ‘whoa, we’re on the hook 
here’, but realistically you’re already on 
the hook.” 


Wilson said the board has three 
options for obtaining necessary funding 
to rebuild the 46-year-old facility. 

“Really we'll have to borrow, get grant 
money, or requisition,” she said. 

The rebuilding of Mount View Lodge 
has been a part of the 
board’s long-term plan 
since 2003, but it’s been 
delayed because they just 
didn't have the money. 

Wilson said the time has 
come to get something 
done. 

“Very clearly we heard 
from the public that the 
lodge in Olds needs to be 
rebuilt because it no 
longer meets the needs of 
the people who live 
there,” she said. 

Wilson said some of the 
big issues the lodge is fac¬ 
ing are too-small rooms, 
lack of accommodation 
for couples and no wheel¬ 
chair access. 

The provincial government has put up 
$24 million for the reconstruction of 
lodges, but Wilson said that number isn’t 
as big as it sounds. 

“That’s not a lot of money when you 
consider the number of lodges there are 
throughout the province," she said.

What you need to know about 


Alberta's Tank 
Site Remediation 
Program 

The Government of Alberta has provided 
$50 million for tank site remediation. 

Municipalities and owners of small retail gas 
stations (five or fewer retail sites) with potential 
contamination from underground petroleum storage 
tanks may be eligible for funding. Eligible sites must have 
had a tank that was installed prior to the Alberta Fire Code 
amendments of September 1, 1992.

She expects to receive a maximum of 
one or two million dollars. 

But early estimates put costs for the 
Olds project anywhere between nine and 
$12 million. 

So the letter essentially promises that 
county and town councils 
will pick up any debt or 
deficit incurred. 

Didsbury councillor Gail 
Veno questioned the last 
time fees were raised for 
residents, saying that 
before the mayor left for 
Japan last week, she 
expressed concern about 
the fairness of residents 
not living in the lodges 
taking on responsibility 
for a loan through their 
tax dollars. 

Wilson said lodge resi¬ 
dent’s rental fees are 
based on income and that 
increases minimally each 
year as pension amounts 
increase. 

“The majority of the residents we pro¬ 
vide service to are low income seniors,” 
she said. 

“We’re very limited as to what we can 
charge.” 


Councillor Mob Davidson asked if 
Wilson thought it fair that total assets 
aren’t considered in rental fee point sys¬ 
tem. 

“We know there’s lots of tricks going 
on," he said. 

“There are lots of rich farmers who are 
hiding a million worth of assets." 

But Wilson said the system is dictated 
by the government and despite their 
questions and concerns, council’s sup¬ 
port was mandatory. 

Didsbury and Cremona have agreed to 
sign the letter of support, while 
C’arstairs, Olds, Sundre and County 
councils are expected to climb on board 
later this month.

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Gearing up for the 
dogs 

Committee wants to grow sled dog race 
into big winter festival

.January may seem like a long way away, 
but for the Rosebud Run Sled Dog com¬ 
mittee, it’s sneaking up fast. 

Committee eliair Bill Windsor said the 
group will be busy in the coming weeks 
assigning volunteers, fundraising, adver¬ 
tising and setting up the actual race site. 

“There’s a pile of things we need to get 
done prior to releasing the dogs and say¬ 
ing 'away we go,’" he said. 

A volunteer barbecue was held recently 
as a kickoff to the big event. 

“It was just to say ‘get ready folks, here 
we go again and let’s have some fun with 
it,’" said Windsor. 

Right now, the big thing is matching vol¬ 
unteers to jobs. 

“You have to be very cognizant of the 
dynamics of the people you’re working 
with," Windsor said of assigning duties. 

Then the committee will take to the 
streets to ask local businesses for spon¬ 
sorships. 

Windsor said donations anywhere from 
16 to $800 would be terrific. 

“1 don’t care where it falls between 
there, we just need the community to 
embrace this and make it theirs," he said. 

Eventually, Windsor would like to see 
the event grow into a big winter festival 
that will put Didsbury on the map. 

He would like to see various community 
groups adopt their own project - such as 
an ice sculpture - to be held in conjunc¬ 
tion with the sled dog race, and carry the 
fun over a few days. 


“That’s what I foresee down the road if 
the community embraces it, and 1 think 
from what we saw last year, there’s no 
doubt that will happen," said Windsor. 

“Certainly it would give Didsbury an 
international identity." 

Windsor said he will deem the sled dog 
race a success when Travel Alberta identi¬ 
fies it as a destination event. 

Ultimately, his objective would be to 
incorporate Carstairs as well, including a 
distance run from Didsbury to Carstairs 
and back. 

“That gives us a bigger base of volun¬ 
teers to draw upon and we’d invite them 
to do activities too," said Windsor. 

For this year, the committee will con¬ 
centrate on the dogs, building on last 
year’s success. 

“Last year was a testiment to what can 
be done and 1 anticipate it’s going to be 
way bigger this year, especially if we can 
have it on the dates scheduled and we 
don’t have any postponements,” said 
Windsor. 

l^ast year the race was delayed until 
March because there wasn’t any snow, so 
Windsor said what this winter has in store 
is a matter of wait and see. 

But they’re gearing up for a .January 
race. 

“You’re going to start to see things hap¬ 
pening down there,” said Windsor. 

Start and finish gates will be put in soon 
and posters will be going up in windows 
around town. 

One new event that may be added, if it 
can be coordinated in time, is a stump roll 
held by the For Trees crew.

CESD committed to student safety

■ In the wake of the Dawson 
■ollege shootings in Montreal, 
where one student was killed and 
Several others severely injured, 
the Chinook’s Edge School 
Division has reiterated its com¬ 
mitment to ensure safety in cen¬ 
tral Alberta schools. 

Chinook’s Edge administration 
will be releasing a statement to 
schools this week highlighting 
the division's confidence in its 
emergency response measures 
and plans, say officials. 

“Having safe and caring schools 
is a task that we take very seri¬ 
ously in Chinook's Edge," says 
superintendent Jim Gibbons. 

“First, each school has a writ¬ 
ten plan that enables them to be 
prepared for a wide variety of 
minor and major emergency situ¬ 
ations. 

“Also, staff work with students 
to know what to do in these situ¬ 


ations through drills and discus¬ 
sions that are appropriate to their 
age. Additionally we emphasize 
the development of good social 
behaviour so that each child is 
able to experience and contribute 
to a positive learning environ¬ 
ment.” 

Chinook’s Edge operates 40 
public schools in the district, 
including Didsbury, Olds, 
Carstairs, Sundre and Innisfail. 

It has a crisis response plan in 
place, and every school in the 
division has, or is in the process 
of developing, specific emer¬ 
gency plans, says Heather 
Henderson-Hill, Chinook’s Edge 
deputy superintendent. 

“The schools have developed 
their plans and are submitting 
them (to head office) right now," 
said Hill. 

The plans cover everything 
from weapons complaints to 
bomb threats to evacuations dur¬ 
ing armed incidents. 

Emergency plans for schools 


must “encompass serious threats 
to the safety of school personnel, 
such as bomb threats, train 
derailment and subsequent gas 
leaks or explosions, tornadoes 
and armed intruders in the 
school.” 

Chinook’s Edge policy pro¬ 
hibits the possession of weapons, 
including firearms of any descrip¬ 
tion and knives, from all schools, 
buses and school-sponsored 
activities. 

“A student using, or threatening 
to use, a weapon shall be report¬ 
ed immediately to the principal 
and may be reported to the 
RCMP." 

Under existing policy, video 
surveillance systems can be set 
up in school buildings, school 
grounds and buses. 

“Cameras shall only be posi¬ 
tioned in areas outside school 
buildings where it is necessary to 
protect external assets or to pro¬ 
vide for the personal safety of 
individuals on school premises 


and buses." 

Staff in most elementary 
schools in the division now have 
two-way radios on hand for use in 
emergency situations, said 
Henderson-Hill. 

A safety manager - who works 
with all schools and with head 
office on security and health and 
safety measures - has been in 
place in the division since March 
2005, she said. 

Following the Dawson College 
shootings, the Canadian Safety 
Council (CSC), a safety advocacy 
organization, issued a call for all 
Canadian school divisions to 
review their emergency proce¬ 
dures. 

"Every year, disaster strikes 
communities across Canada,” 
said CSC officials. “It could be a 
violent attack, severe weather or 
a virulent illness. Whatever the 
crisis, an emergency plan can 
save lives, minimize ii\juries and 
property damage, and let life 
return to normal as soon as pos¬ 


sible." 

School officials must be pre¬ 
pared and trained to identify haz¬ 
ards, in particular human caused 
events such as terrorism, sabo¬ 
tage ora violent incident, the CSC 
said. 

The council called on school 
divisions to “establish a com¬ 
mand structure for responding to 
a crisis. Review and approve the 
roles and responsibilities of staff, 
school board personnel, police, 
fire officials, and other forms of 
emergencies.” 

Chinook’s Edge superintendent 
Gibbons says despite the Dawson 
College tragedy, educators in the 
division certainly remain commit¬ 
ted to providing positive learning 
environments for all students. 

“Although we see examples of 
tragedy in our world today, we 
also see countless examples of 
kindness, empathy, compassion 
and respect abounding in every¬ 
day actions of our students," said 
Gibbons.
